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Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew said yesterday that 
President Nixon deserves re- 
election in 1972 but also needs 
a Congress that will carry out 
his policies. 

Agnew gave a political pep 
talk to the Republican Na- 
tional Committee on the clos- 
ing day of a four-day confer- 
ence to plan for the v !&72 na- 
tional convention and cam- 
paign.
